REMARKS 

Applicant expresses appreciation to the Examiner for consideration of the subject patent 
application. This Response is in response to the Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment mailed 
October 27, 2004. Claims 1-29 were subject to restriction and species election requirement. 

Claims 1-29 were originally presented. Claims 1-26 remain in the application. Claims 
27-29 have been withdrawn. No claims have been added or amended. A copy of check # 20502 
in the amount of $110 (which was previously submitted to cover the 1 -month extension fee) is 
also attached. 

Election/Restriction Requirements: 

hi response to the restriction requirement of August 16, 2004, the AppUcant provisionally 
elects, with traverse, group II, claims 1-26. 

The Applicant respectfully traverses the restriction requirement for the following reasons. 
Examination of at least the apparatus/method claims of groups I and II in the same application 
would not pose a serious burden under M.P.E.P. § 805.05(e) because there is commonality of 
dominant elements between the claims of Groups I and H. 

In response to the election requirement of August 16, 2004, the Applicant elects species 1 
of FIGs.7-1 1 . The claims considered readable thereon being generic claims 1 and 13; and claims 
2-12 and 14-26. Upon allowance of a generic claim. Applicant is entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species.
